WHAT IS THE TEUTH ABOUT THE 


TAX LAW 


Governor Blaine is either a downright 


prevaricator or the final tax bill enacted 
by the legislature shortly before, adjourn- 
ment has been grossly misrepresented. 
The controversy is over bill known as 
529 S. "The "Wisconsin Farmer." of 
which D. M. Pierce is publisher, printed 
an editorial recently severely criticizing 
tax legislation, partiexilarly the bill above 
referred to, under the heading, "New 
Evidence of Careless "Wisconsin's Financ- 
ing." Governor Blaine in a letter to the 
publisher takes exception to this editorial, 
charging it is a misrepresentation of facts. 
The issue turns on whether tax bill 529 S 
adds another $5.000.000 of taxes for the 
year 1924, payable Jan. 1. 1926, or 
whether it does not. 


Governor Blaine denies that there is 


any increase, holding on the contrary that 
there Js an actual reduction of $1,000.- 
000. because of the fact that the original 
billv revising income taxes carried an in- 
creased exemption for married persons or 
heads, of families, and that this increased 
exemption is made retroactive to apply to 
the year 1924 by bill 529 S. The gover- 
nor says the "bill 529 S had nothing to 
do with rates, deductions or offsets in the 
income tax law under bill 122 S (the 
original tax bill) and affected only the .ex- 
emptions I have mentioned to make it 
certain that they would apply on the in- 
come tax payment of 1926." 


It was frankly stated by-supporters of 


bill 529 S when it was up for passage that 
it was tp make the tax revision provided 
for in bill 122 S retroactive, that is, to 
apply to the year 1924, for which returns 
had been made. 


There was mutual understanding by 


supporters and opponents of the bill'that 
it was to put into effect for 1924 the full 
provisions of tax revision, including re- 
'peal of personal property offset. 
This' 


'was what all the fight was about. It was 
1 extending repeal of the personal property 
' offset back to 1924 that would increase 
taxes by $5:000.000 or $6.000.000. 


"We have this bill before us and for our 


part are unable to discover that as a re- 
troactive measure it applies only to'in- 
creased exemptions for married persons 
and heads of families and not to other por- 
tions of the original law. At the time this 
bill (529 S) was pending Assemblyman 
Miller, speaking for the bill, said its ef- 
fect was simple—"it designated the 1924 
income as the one to be first affected by 
the repeal./ (of the personal property off- 
set) thus removing all doubt." The ad- 
ministration forced the measure through' 
at the last moment and it was violently 


. opposed by the conservatives on the 


ground that it made the tax revision 
which repealed the personal property off- 
set retroactive and would compel taxpay- 
ers to pay from $5.000.000 to $6,000,- 
000 more next January than the original 
bill had contemplated. 
"We have com- 


municated with the Associated Press at 
Madison, and the Associated Press upholds 
this version of the measure, which was 
telegraphed throughout the state the day 
the, bill was passed. 


AVe do not believe the legislature had 


any intention of making the one section 
increasing personal exemption retroactive 
and not thc other sections. As a matter 
of fact, the entire bill, according to those 
in a position to know, was made retroac- 
tive, removal of the personal property

"Within the last 
year or two we have seen the United 
States Steel corporation forced to aban- 
don the twelve-hour day and go to the 
eight-hour day. There is no industry in 
the country which cannot operate" on the 
eight-hour day and it is only a question 
of a comparatively short time until this 
will be the universal working day. "When- 
ever the ten or twelve-hour working day 
has given way to the eight-hour day 
there has been an increase in production 
and in most instances an actual decrease 
in the labor cost. Not only is the eight- 
hour day just, but it is economic and 
sound.

THE SODA HABIT 


Readers frequently inquire whether there is any 


harm in takine soda (sodium bicarbonate, salera- 
us) habitually, or how much may be taken with- 
ut injury and for what length of time may the use 
f soda be continued. 
A great teacher of therapeutics used to tell his 
tudents about a patient who had taken soda in 
iberal quanitics for 30 years without any apparent 
ffect. On the other hand, good physicians have re- 
lorted cases of achylia which they attributed' to the 
rolonged use of alkaline mineral waters. Achylia 
s even worse than it sounds—it in a failure in the 
ecretion of gastric juice, both the pepsin and the 
lyrochloric acid. Enuf sed—if you think you've got 
xchylia tell your doctor or the traffic officer at 
he corner: don't tell me. Even if you think you 
need soda to neutralize acid in your stomach or 
n your system, don't confer with me about it, just 
ake the soda in such quantities and at such times 
s you think you would like some. It won't do you 
ny harm, so far as I can see. Ordinary saleratus 
r baking soda such as groceries sell is quite as 


good for medicinal use" as any other kind or make 
if sodium bicarbonate. Sodium bicarbonate is best 
aken either as a nowder or dissolved In water. 
Tablets are all right for convenience in handling 
and estimating the dose, but it is usually better 
o dissolve them in water and not to swallow the 
ablets whole, for by solution and dilution the soda 
s made less irritating and less likely to injure the 
tomach. 
You know what happens when you mix soda with 


any acid| in the presence of moisture or water— 
here is a, chemical reaction in which the sodium bi- 
•arbonate is decomposed and its carbonic acid gas 
carbon dioxid) freed; this gas accounts for the 
mbbles (effervescence in soda water, either drug 
;tore soda water or home made soda water. If 
•ou've ever studied physiology you know that the 
itomach contents or gastric juice is very acid when 
he stomach is busy. So you can understand what 
chemical reaction occurs when sou put soda into 
a normal stomach—it produces fconsiderable car- 
bonic acid' gas (carbon dioxid), which may set up 
considerable belching of gas, whcih doesn't mean 
mythingr, except that the stomach must be all right. 
!f you dropped the soda into a stomach which ought 
o be busy—within an hour or two after a meal— 
ind no gas were produced, then you should consult 
a good physician to find out what can the matter 
be.There is no better alkali available either for neu- 
ralizmg excessive acidity of the stomach or for 
>pposing acidosis.in the system, than .ordinary sal- 
eratus. There is" no better alkali for diminishing 
'xcessive acidity of the urine. 


The ordinary dose of soda is from five grains to 


L. half a teaspsoonful—30 or 40 grains. This is 
ordinarily repeated three or four times a day. Some- 
imes it may be necessary for a few days to take 
twice as much or to take it twice as frequently. 


Numerous alleged digesive tablets or pills which 


are exploited as good for "indigestion" or "dyspep- 
sia." depend for their sole demonstrable remedial 
effect upon a good dash of soda ia .'em. The rest 
of the formula is generally scenery or scent. 


Everything 
considered, there seems to be no 


harm in taking soda in any desired dose over a 
period of weeks if necessary. It is probably unwise 
:o take soda iii even small doses habitually or In- 
definitely. , '

In the days of the great Greek 


dramatists and for a thousand years 
or more later until Shakespeare and 
his contemporaries knocked the idea 
Into a cocked hat there was an un- 
written law that a play must have 
unity of time and place. 
Roughly 


stated, the action of the play must 
be confined within a single day or 
part of a day, and the place ^ must 
remain the same during the action. 
The dramatist could not skip 20 years 
in his story and he could not begin 
the action in Italy -and end it In 
France. 


The law of the unities has long ago 


been discredited; Shakespea»><,prQ,ved 
again and again that unity of atmos- 
phere, 
of character, was far more 


Important than the artificial unity of 
time and place. But while it will not 
do "any longer to impose the law of 
the unities on all writers, now and 
then a -writer imposes it on himself 
with good results. There are writers 
who are-helped, by self-imposed res- 
traints, just £s there are some poets 
who are at their best in the sonnet 
where the rhyme scheme and length 
of the poem are severely set for them. 


Reymont. author of "The Peasants,' 


seems to be such a- writer. At least 
he is such a writer in "The Peasants." 
There are four volumes In this monu- 
mental novel and most writers who 
wished to present a complete picture 
of peasant 
life would have 
given 


themselves the freedom of following 
a character from the cradle to- the 
grave or perhaps following two or 
three generations. That would have 
been the easiest-way for many, and 
before I had read the first three vol- 
umes of "The Peasants" I would not 
have-believed tha^ complete picture 
could be given in any other way.

Looking at a pipe display in a mod- 


ern shop is apt to give on» the idea 
that there must b« a different kind 
of pipe for every smoker, for there 
one-may see trays upon trays filled 
with everything from the modest clay 
and corncob to the ornate hookah, a 
work of art In crystal, silver or gold 
and amber or ivory. Ranging 
be- 


tween these extremes are pipes made 
of almost every kind of hard wood, 
of chalk, porcelain, amber, 
rubber, 


gourds and even of glass. The great- 
er part of the display, however, will 
be, of briars, either real or imitation. 
The reason for this large variety of 
pipes on the market may be found in 
history. 
Pipe smoking probably is the first 


known method of using tobacco, for 
legend relates that the name of the 
plant is derived from a reed, called 
tobago, through which the natives of 
the West Indies were wont to inhale 
the fragrant smoke when Columbus 
first reached their country. Properly 
speaking, these reeds were not pipes 
as we known them. They were fork- 
ed at one end. the two ends being in- 
serted in the nostrils while the other 
was held into the thickest of the va- 
por exuding from the leaves of to- 
bacco place on smoldering coals. 


STILL, AT IT 


Since those days hundreds of shapes 


and varieties of pipes have developed, 
but it is said that certain natives of 
Africa still adhere to a similar prac- 
tice. They dig a funnel shaped hole 
in the earth with a hollow tube or 
reed inserted diagonally 
into 
the 


ground so that its end projects into 
the bottom of the hole and the other 
end is left extending several inches 
above the ground. The hole then is 
filled with lea\es of tobacco, or more 
often with a weed containing a more 
potent narcotic, the contents ignited 
and the smoke drawn 
through 
the 


reed and into the nostrils 
of 
the 


smoker. 


Probably the next step in the evolu- 


tion of the modern pipe was the de- 
velopment of an earthen bowl with a 
reed stem, the direct ancestor of the 
American Indian's 
calumet. 
Some 


enterprising native probably found it 
inconvenient to build himself a small 
blast furnace every time he wanted 
a smoke, and so constructed one that 
he could carry with him. 
Historical 


references tell us. however, that most 
of the calumets or peace pipes of the 
North American Indians were.carved 
out of a kind of soft, red sandstone, 
with a dyed and befeathered. reed 
stem. Therefore 
we may conclude 


that the peacepipe of the Indian fur- 
nished the guiding principle in the 
carving of the first meerschaum from 
a block of hard white chalk. 


Such materials are brittle and not 


adapted to hard usage and ^transpor- 
tation in pockets and pouches. The 
search for a more durable substance 
led some native genius to carve a 
bowl out of wood, to which he fitted 
a stem. Thus we still have bowls of 
apple, cherry or welchsel, hazel, plum 
and a number of other hard, sweet 
woods, usually with the bark left on 
to prevent cracking along the grain. 


When it was found that 
heat 


quickly caused straight grained wood 
to split, someone probably scooped th'e 
meat out of a nutshell and fitted this 
with a stem. 
But most 
nutshells 


contain oils, and-these give the smoke 
an evil taste, so the search was con- 
ducted farther. The inveterate smok- 
er, driven on in his search, then may 
have noted that a knottv root was 
less likely to split and the results of 
the early experiments with roots still 
may be seen in knobby, clumsy bowls 
preserved in European and American 
collections. 
After testing the "roots 


of various trees and shrubs it was 
found that the briar was best adopted 
to the purpose, although even today 
socalled briar pipes often are cut from 
the roots of laurel, wild rose, apple 


than the clays, so the man of moder 
ate means preferred it to any other. 


But «v«n after the perfection of the 


pipe as it is today, the older forms 
also remain. Anyone tfho has made 
friends with some particular kind of 
pipe will know why this is true, for 
many a man would not trade a filthy 
old five-cent corncob for the best Eng- 
lish briar made. 
Tastes 
change, 


however, and the heat 
to which a 


pipe is subjected consumes the ma- 
terial or renders it brittle no matter 
how durable it may be. and 
when 


an old favorite is gone, the search for 
a new one begins. 
Therefore 
the 


manufacture of pipes is a constantly

Baseball

What is,the line of demarcation as 


to when a batted ball is dead or in 
play after striking the person of the 
umpire? 


Certain conditions definitely govern 


when a batted ball Is dead or in play 
after comlnfe Into contact with the 
umpire. 


If the field umpire Is standing back 


of the .pitcher and the infield Is play- 
ing back, the ball is dead If it_6trikcs 
the umpire, provided no one has made- 
a play on it. 


In other words if the umpire is 


hit by a ball that travels directly | 


from the bat to the umpire, no player 
being in a position to handle same, the 
ball immediately, becomes dead. 
" The batsman is entitled to 
first 


base because the umpire was unable 
to avoid the ball. He is credited with 
a baso hit. No baserunners can ad- 
vance on the play unless forced to 
make room for the batsman. 


If some fielder should make a play 


on a batted ball and it should later 
come into contact with the umpire, no 
consideration is given the fact. The 
ball is in play and baserunners ad- 
vance at their peril. 


If the infield is playing in close, 


with a view of making a play at the 
plate, and the umpire is in a position 
back of the Infield, the ball is conf 
sidered in play if it should strike the 
person of t*be umpire after having 
passed the infielders. 


It is obvious that there is no chance 


for the Infield to make a play on a 
ball that has passed 
it and 
then 


strikes the person of the umpire. For 
that, reason the ball Is considered in 
play as it would be an injustice to 
make a ball dead on a drive that had 
cleared the infield and then struck the 
umpire."
